SUMMARY: WIRE, CHANGING LEADS ON LONDON ARRIVAL, STRESS 
FAILURE TO AGREE ON CONCEPTUAL BREAKTHROUGH. NEWSPAPERS 
CARRY ODD COLLECTION OF MOOD PIECES (NYT, CSM) AND 
UNREMARKABLE ROUNDUPS OF HAK'S THREE DAYS IN MOSCOW. END 
SUMMARY. 

1. AP'S SCHWEID FILES THIS DAY LEAD EX LONDON: SECSTATE 
HAK ELEW TOWARD HOME TODAY WITH SOVIET PROPOSALS THAT FALL 
SHORT OF THE CONCEPTUAL BREAKTHROUGH" NEEDED TO PRODUCE 
NEW SALT TREATY. WHILE ACKNOWLEDGING THIS FAILURE, A 
SENIOR US OFFICIAL SAID PRES. NIXON INTENDS TO GO AHEAD 
WITH A SUMMIT MEETING WITH BREZH IN MOSCOW IN EARLY SUMMER. 
WITHOUT DETAILING DIFFERENCES, THE OFFICIAL SAID 
FLATLY: "WHAT THEY GAVE US IS NOT ACCEPTABLTH COUNTER- 
HOWEVER, THAT THE US WOULD TRY TO COME UP WITH COUNTER- 
PROPOSALS AND THAT HAK PROBABLY WILL GO BACK TO MOSCOW IN 
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MAY. MEANTIME HE WILL CONFER REGULARLY WITH DOBRYNIN, 
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WILL SEE GROMYKO AT UN NEXT MONTH, AND TECHNICAL TALKS 
WILL CONTINUTE IN GENEVA. HAK FEEW TO MOSCOW LAST WEEKEND 
SAYING HE EXPECTED SALT BREAKTHROUGH THAT PRESIDENT COUED 
SIGN AT THIRD SUMMIT. BUT ACKNOWLEDGING THIS FORECAST WAS 

TOO OPTIMISTIC, THE US OFFICIAL SAID OF HAK'S DISCUSSIONS 
WITH BREZH OVER PAST THREE DAYS: "THERE WAS MOVEMENT 
BUT I WOULD NOT YET DESCRIBE IT AS A BREAKTHROUGH." 

STORY THEN QUOTES HAK'S POSITIVE DEPARTURE STATEMENT FROM 
MOSCOW AND PICKS UP ROUNDUP OF HIS THREE DAYS OF TALKS. 

2. REUTER'S NELSON MOVED THIS DAY LEAD EX LONDON: 

SECSTATE HAK AND SOV HEADERS IN THREE DAYS OF MOSCOW 
TALKS, FAILED TO AGREE ON HOW TO PROCEED TO A NEW SALT 
PACK, HIGH US OFFICIALS SAID. THE FAILURE ALL BUT RULES 
OUT THE SIGNING OF ANY MEANINGFUL ARMS PACT BY PRESIDENT 
NIXON AT AN EXPECTED MOSCOW SUMMIT IN FATE JUNE OR EARLY

MEETS MAKE SENSE ONLY IF THEY SECURE MAJOR ACCOMPLISHMENTS. 
NIXON WILL STILL ATTEND JUNE SUMMIT IN MOSCOW, NELSON SAYS, 
BUT WILL NOT BE ABLE TO SIGN FOELOW-ON PACT TO INTERIM 
AGREEMENT. STORY GOES ON TO NOTE MIRVS SEEM TO BE 
STICKING POINT.
